C. C. Thresher, the carpenter, Otto 
Zimmerman, and John Thornton were eating 
their dinner in ashed at the end of the hog 
sheds, 
WHEN THE FIRE BROKE OCT. 

Thornton, who ie a boy about 16 years, saw 
the blaze first. and

THE COURT INDORSES THE PROPOSITION 


OF CASHIER THOMSON’S BONDSMEN. 


Receiver Thompson Authorized to Take 
#50,000 from R. M. Scruggs To-Day and 


to Surrender the Collaterals—The Crimi- 


nal Features Discussed in Jadge Lubke’s 


Opinion — Fuli Text of the Decision 
Handed Down in Chambers — Develop- 
ments in the Provident Bank Failure. 


Judge Lubke, in chambers to-day, rendered 
the anxiously looked-for decision in the mat- 
ter of the proposition for settlement tendered 
by the sureties of Cashier Almon B. Thomson 
of the broken Provident Bank. The offer 
of Mr. Scruggs is ordered to be 
accepted, and the receiver will take 
in $50,000 before sundown. The Court’s 
decision is as follows: This petition has 
presented for throughtful and very attentive 
consideration two propositions, the first one 
ot business as that term is commonly used, 
andthe other one of law. The defaulting 
cashier of the bank gave two bonds, 
one in 1877 and the other in 1884, and 
they are each for $30,000. One of 
the sureties on both bonds comes forward and 
ou behalf of himself and co-sureties offers by 
way of compromise $50,000 in cash for the sur- 
render of both bonds without recourse upon 
the bank or the estate in the hands of the re- 
ceiver. In his petition reporting this 
proposition the receiver states that 
he knows of no liability recoverable 
upon the first one of these bonds in excess of 
$20,000, so that in effect the proposition is to 
pay the second bond in full and to compromise 
the first by the payment of $20,000. The ac- 
ceptance of this proposition has been urged 
before the Court without dissent on 
tne part of the depositors on 
the ground that it would expedite 


the settlement of the receivership and save 
he vy counsel fees and loss of interest which 
would necessarily follow from litigation to 
recover the iull amount of the bonds, leaving 
out of consideration 

THE UNCERTAINTY 
of ultmately recovering by suit as much as is 


| now offered by way of compromise. Objection 


to the acceptance of the proposition was taken 
by a stockholder of the bank and upon argu- 
ment of the matter the Court, being unwilling 
to act upon the petition of the receiver as pre- 
sented if there was reasonable ground for be- 
lieving that more than $20,000 could be recov- 
ered. on the first bond, gave to the op- 
posing stockholder who then had 
access to the books and papers of 
the bank sufficient time to prepare and file 
affidavits to show that fact. No affidavit hav- 
ing been filed the petition stands submitted 
upon the facts as reported by the receiver. 
Upon these facts it would be folly to reject the 
proposition for the merest possibility 
of recovering the additional $10,000.

An Opinion That Judge Dillon’s Decision 
will Not Affect Most of Them. 


Judge Dillon’s decision in the Anhueser- 
Busen Brewing Company's switch matter 
raises the interesting question how 
many of the switches now exist- 
ing are in conflict with that decision. John 
D. Clements of the Missouri Pacific engineering 
department said, when asked for a list of the 
switches connecting with the Missouri Pacific 


4 Iron Mountain Railroads, ‘‘We keep no rec- 
ord of these switches. They are built at the 
expense of the manufacturers who want them. 
We do not pay any part of the expense except 
furnishing the frog and switch-biock which is 
upon the maintrack. Ihave always thought 
these ewitches should be built by the railroad 
company and owned by them,although the per- 
sons tor whom they are built pay tor 
them. A railroad could build these 
switches and not he subjected to 
the rule Judge Dillon lays down. 
Particularly would that be true of the Missouri 
Pacific, which has, under its charter, the right 
to lay its tracks on any street of any city in 
the State. Most people do not know this. That 
will be the remedy inthefuture. Ido not 
think there are more than fifty private switches 
in this city. Not more than one-fourth the 
number in Kansas City. 

Mr. Clements’ estimate does not include the 
switches of the Union Depot Company, who 
have nearly as many asthe nomber given for 
the accommodation of the coal trade. In how 
far the decision would affect these switchesa 
judicial decision would be required to de- 
termine. The Anheuser-Busch Company hag 
resolved to appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
the result will be watched with interest.

THE FAMOUS PIANO VIRTUOSO AND COM- 


POSER PASSHS AWAY. ® 


Close of a Career Full of Romance and 
Brilliant Achievement—From a Youthful 
Aged Lion — The Life, 


Prodigy to an 
Loves and Triumphs of the Musician. 


The cable announced yesterday the death at 
Bayreuth of Abbe Liszt,the musical Victo Hugo 
of his age. There is in music no more 
interesting name than that of Franz 
Liszt, the spolled favorite of Europe 
for more than half a century and without a 
question the greatest piano-forte virtuoso that 
ever lived. His life passed through the sunniest 
regions of fortune and success; his career as 
as artist and musician was without an equal, 
and his personal life teemed with romance. 
From Beethoven down to the obscur- 
est dilettante the history of music shows no 
instance of success approaching that achieved 
by the performance of this great player in ev- 
ery capital of Europe. When weary of tlie 
fame of the virtuoso he became 4 
composer not only for the piano-torte, but for 
the orchestra, an! his invincible energy soon 
overcame all difliculties in his path. He lived 
to see himself accepted as one of the greatest 
musica! thinkérs and writers. 

The lite of Liszt is so crowded with import- 
ant incidents that it is difficuit to gather in the 
brief limits of a sketch any adequate state- 
ment of his carcer. 

He was born October 22, 18/1, in the village 
of Raiding, Hungary. His father, Adam 
Liszt, was firmiy convinced that Franz wouid 
become distinguished because of the 
appearance in that year of a remarkable com- 
et. The senior Liszt was gifted with a rare 
musical talent, but all his ambition centered 


in the son. At the age of 9 the 
boy Franz first appeared in public in Odenburg 
playing Kies 8 concerto in three 
flats and improvising a fantasia 
80 wonderfully harmonious As to 
strike the audience with surprise and admira- 
tion. This performance brought him influen.- 
tial patronage und he was placed to 
study in Vienna under the celebrated 
Czerny, and made such progress that he soon 
played Beethoven and Hummel at sight. He 
quickly became one of. the lions of 
drawiag-rooms of the 
lad of 12 held 
sway the beautiful ladies of title and refine- 
ment, and the leading minds of the day. At 
this early age he had a sensibility so 
delicate and an imagination s0 quickly 
kindied that he himself said no one could 
guess the extremes of ecstasy and despair 
through which he alternately passed. From 
Vienna at the age of 13 be went to Paris. The 
Conservatoire refused to acceptanew candi- 
date, so the boy studied under Reichaand 
Paer. Every saton of the gay capital opened to 
receive him. Every where he was feted, courted 
and caressed. The social world went mad 
over the fair-haired, blue-eyed iad with the seal 
of genius barning on his face. The father saw 
that the buy was sailing in a treacherous 
and dangerous channel. His high obligation 
to his art was in danger from the hom- 

e of learning, wealth and beauty. He took 
him to England, Franz became morbidly de- 
—— and his dejection took the form of re- 
igiousenthusiam alternating with fits of deep 
remorse ,and in obdienceto medical advice the 
half-hysterical lad was taken to Boulogne- 
sur-Merforsea bathing. While there Franz 
lost by death the father who had loved 
him with the devotion of father and mother 
combined. He was prostrated by the biow. 
Upon his recovery his views of life seemed to 
have undergone a complete chanze. He worked 
resolutely at hisart. About this time he fell 
madly in love witha iadyin’ high rank who 
was much older than himself and laughed 
witb gentle mockery at the infatuation of her 
young adorer. He found his solacein more 
arduous work. 

Atthe age of 20 he settled in Paris, where 
he became the intimate associate of Mme. 
George Sand, Lalzac, Dumas, Victor 
Hugo and others. Liszt had hitherto 
been almost austere in his self-denial, in re- 
straint of passion and license and in religious 
purity of life, The brilliant and daring co- 
terie of which he became a part, defying con- 
ventionality and dull decorum, wrought the 
greatest change in his character. 

One of the fascinating members of the 

group was’ the Countess a’Agoult, 
who afterwards became famous in 
the literary world as Daniel Stern. 
Beautiful, witty, accomplished, imaginative, 
thoroughly in sympathy with her friend, 
George Sand, in her views of love 
and matrimony, the name of the 
Countess had already been widely reputed 
in connection with more than one romantic es- 
capade. [nthe powerful personality of young 
Liszt, instinct with artistie genias, vital with 
resolute, reckless will and fullof a magnetic 
energy that overfiowed in everything—looks, 
movement, talk, playing — the fickle 
nature of Mme. dad’ Agoult was 
drawn to theartist like steel tothe magnet, 
The young genius easily vielded to the refined 
and delicious sensuonsness of one of the most 
accomplished women of her time, who to 
every womanly fascination added the rarest 
mental gifts and high social place. The 
mutual passion resulted in an association 
which lasted many yearsand was perhaps as 
faithfully observed by both parties as could be 
expected of such irregular connection. 
» Three children were the offspring of the at 
tachment, ason, who died, and two daughters, 
one of whom became the wife of M. Ollivier, 
the last Imperial f’rime Minister of France, 
and the other successively Mme. von Bulow 
and Mme. Wagner, under which title she is 
stillknown. The chroniques scandaleuses of Paris 
and other great cities of Europe are full of 
racy scandals connecting the name of Liszt 
with well-known charml and beautiful 
women, while exposed by , surroundings 
and temperament to the flercest breath of 
temptation. 

The influence of Mime. d’ Agoult on the life of 
the great musician was most marked. She 
systematized his time, economized his efforts 
and stimulated bis ambitions, consistently 
using her power to restrain his naturally 
eccentric bias and to keep his thoughts on the 
loftiest art ideals. :

In 
1846, a concert at Pesth, the en- 
thusiasm ‘of his audience ran so high that 
it well-nigh put an end tothe performance. 
After the concert Liszt made an inimitable 
speech, and was so gloriousiy be-champagned 
that it was with difficulty he was 
restrained from pistoling a nobleman who 
at 2 o’clock in the morning insisted that he 
could oarry off more bottles under his belt 
than Liszt. But notwithstanding the orgie 
Franz played at a concert the next day at 
noon as he never had played before. 

At the age of 38, in the year 1849, Liszt, with 
the world at his feet, map tee! and accounta- 
bly ceased from public display by settling at 
Weimar as conductor of the Court Theater. 
His new position, however, gave him a chance 
of producing his compositions. 

Liszt remained at Weimar for ten years 
when he resigned his piace. Since then he 
has lived at Weimar, Pesth and Rome. 

After half a century, during which he gained 

every reward that could be lavished 
upon genius, and tasted to the very 
dregs the wine of human happiness, a 
sudden revulsion recalled again that profound 
religious passion which glory and pleasure 
had never quite suppressed. It was by no 
means astonishing to those who knew him 
best that he took holy orders. Some 
of his enemies have said that his association 
with the church was a diplomatic escape from 
the invited rivalry of two ladies of rank be- 
tween whom he could not decide, but the 
statement is open to incredulity. 
Perhaps no better characterization of Liszt 
can be found than that which styles him a 
musical Victor Hugo, In both men were the 
same restless, burning imagination, a quick- 
ness of sensibility easily aroused, 
and Aa continual reaching for- 
ward toward the new and untried 
and ene ofthe old and the same great 
versatility and ceaseless fecundity. His re- 
cent reception in England proved that even 
in his old age much of the fire and magnet- 
isin of youth remained in him. 


The Abbe’s Last Moments. 


BAYREUTH, August 2.—The Abbe Liszt died 
in Herr Frolich’s house which stands near 
Wagnersville. The Abbe was ill when he 
came here to attend the Wagner festival and 
had to be carried to the opera- 
house. During the performance of Tuesday 
last he was nervous and tearfu:. He contracted 
acold which speedily turned into inflamma- 
tion of theiungs. He lost strength rapidly 
and on Friday was delirious. On Saturday he 
had a slight return of reason, but never ral- 
lied.

According 
to precedent the committee this evening 
should select the day preceding the 
convention for the primaries. The 
appointment of Judges and Clerks o 
election will very likely be-laid over until the 
next meeting of the Central Committee, one 
week from to-day, when the different com- 
mitteemen will submit lists of those whom 
they wish to serve. 

The basis of the representation in the cor 
vention, as agreed upon by the State Central 
Committee, is one delegate for each 300 votes 
and one additional for each 150 


votes or over, cast at the 
last general election for the Democratic 
nominee for President. In St. Louis the dele- 
gates are to be elected by wards and in the 
county by representative districts. According 
to the comprtation of the Democratic 
City Central Committee the total vote of the 
city for Cleveland was 23,817, on the 
basis of which they will be allowed 
eighty-one delegates. Secretary of State 
McGrath gives the city’s vote in the national 
election as 21,712. which would 
entitle it to seventy-three delegates. 
The City Central Committee will stick to its 
own figures, and for once in his lifetime the 
honored Chief-Justice will be relegated to the 


rear.

easily freeze out and buy out at their own 
price all other miners dependent on their 
railroad for transportation. The monopoly 
of Lafayette County’s coal business by a 
company of men connected with the Mis- 
souri Pacific was months ago laid before 
our Railroad Commissioners, and by them 
referred to that cave of silence and inertia, 
the Attorney-General’s office. As the 
same process of evolving mining monopo- 
lies out of the mysteries of railroad man- 
agement is going on all over the State, a 
Missouri Attorney-General or Railroad 
Commissioner who could be induced to 
interfere would be a curiosity for a dime 
museum.

A PLEA FOR THE POOR. 

Senator Gipson and Representative 
WALLACE are reported in the New Orleans 
papers as personally urging the President 
to veto the oleomargarine bill in the inter- 
est of the Southern poor, who cannot pay 
the price of genuine butter, and also in 
the interest of the cotton seed oil market. 
Oleomargarine manufactured at a cost of 
7 cents a pound is sold in the South, as it 
is sold everywhere else, not as a cheap 
substitute for butter, but as genuine but- 
ter, being retailed at 18 or 20 cents in com- 
petition with genuine butter ranging in 
retail price from 25 to 45 cents. The 
poor people who buy it as butter would 
not touch it as oleomargarine, and the 
pretended plea for them is merely a plea 
for the perpetuation of a swindle upon 
them. A law forcing sellers to label hon- 
estly all imitations or adulterations of 
butter would force down the price of oleo- 
margarine to its normal commercial value, 
and those who chose to eat it would then 
beable te procure it ata price bearing 
some fair relation tothe cost of produc- 
tion. People whose poverty compels them 
to buy an oleomargarine imitation of but- 
ter should be thankful for a law which en- 
ables them to get it at oleomargarine 
prices and protects them from imposition 
and extortion. GIBSON’s plea that oleo- 
margarine makes a market for cotton 
seed oil is like the argument of the cattle 
barons in behalf of oleomargarine—good 
only so far as it isnot an argument for 
the perpetuation of afraud and swindle 
upon the poor. The producers of soap- 
grease, animal or vegetable, are entitled 
tothe benefit of any market which the 
honest sale of oleomargarine can créate 
forthem. But when they oppose legisla- 
tion to prevent the sale of oleomargarine 
as butter, they should not try to make us 
belie ve they are working in theinterest of 
the poor.

‘ PRIVATE SWITCHES. 

The decision of Judge LUBKE, first pub- 
lished in the Posr-Dispatcu of Saturday, 
declaring the ordinance invalid which 
authorized the Anheuser-Busch switch, 
will probably affect a great many private 
switches against which no objections have 
been raised. The chances are that ou 
Supreme Court will find some loophole 
through which the plain law can be 
evaded and the rights of the people set 
aside, but until the decision is rendered it 
is idIé to speculate on the results. 

Should the Supreme Court, however, 
sustain Judge Lunk it seems as if the 
switches might be transferred to the rail- 
road companies on equitable terms. The 
great majority of these private switches 
have undoubtedly been beneficial to the 
city. Itistrue that as private property 
they have helped to swell the profits of 
private capital, but in doing this they 
have promoted the commerce of the city, 
have established business on a firmer 
busis, and have given wider employment 
to labor. No objection has been raised 
wherethey have not directly injured the 
property or business of private citizens 
near by, and public sentiment desires that 
every facility for the transaction of busi- 
ness should be granted, where it does not 
conflict with justice. 

But the doctrine laid down by Judge 
LUBKE has its foundations in equity and 
justice, and respect for the law is a lesson 
which should be enforced alike on the 
rich and poor, on great corporations as 
strictly as on private individuals.

THE POWER OF PROHIBITION, 

The suppression of the saloon in Iowa 
has produced an extraordinary increase 
of slight maladies requiring alcoholic 
treatment, although the death rate of the 
State is no higher than it was in the 
golden age of the dramshop. A druggist 
in a town of 3,000 inhabitants filled eighty- 
four liquor prescriptions in one day; and 
in one county with no large town 5,000 
pints were sold for medicine during the 
month of June. Various causes are as- 
signed for this wonderful consumption of 
strong drink for medicinal purposes. Some 
ascribe it to the prolonged drouth, some 
to the prohibitory liquor law, and others 
think that it proceeds from planetary in- 
fluence. Drinking liquor sometimes pro- 
duces planetary results, or the seeing of 
stars, but it is very uncommon to regard 
the consumption of liquor as a result of 
planetary influence. 

Some curious persons with a scientific 
turn of mind have compiled statistics relat- 
ing to the extraordinary use of alcoholic 
medicine in Iowa. These figures show that 
this medicine produces very few perma- 
nent cures; thatsymptoms are liable to be 
developed at any time; that the favorite 
medicine is beer, which is administered 
for dyspepsia, languor, rheumatism, dim- 
ness of vision, stiff joints, sore toes, hic- 
couglis and sore eyes. The Iowa situation 
is commended to Prohibitionists for ex- 
haustive and analytical study. It should 
engage the especial notice of those scien- 
tific Prohibition ladies who so strenuously 
insist on the study of alcohol in the public

|  SHOBEY’S SECRET. 


WOODSTOCK’S MIDNIGHT SHOOTING RE- 
VIVES A STORY OF LOVE AND BETRAYAL. 


A Romance with a Possibly Fatal End— 
Emma Duncan’s Sad Fate and Its Tragic 
Sequel — Was the Deed the Work of a 
Wronged Girl’s Avenger—A Story Which 
May Contain an Interesting Explanation. 


Riddled with bullets and racked with pain, 
Joe Shobey lies at his home at Woodstock on 
the Wabash railroad, grimly awaiting the re- 
sult, but determined that the secret of his 
assassination shall die with him. Joe bore @ 
good name in the country round about Wood- 
stock. He was ‘‘a good fellow’’ and none be- 
lieved he had a mortal enemy in the world. 
Ifhe knew it himself he never confided his 
tears to anyone. Some time ago he married 
and settied down as hostler tor 
Mr. Ben McCullough, paying teller ot the 
State Savings Association, who lives at 
Woodstock, a station on the Ferguson Branch 
of the Wabash. Shobey and his wife were 
given & house on Mr. McCullough’s place, only 
a short distance from his own residence. Here 
the couple lived happily until last Saturday, 
when mystery, which works estrangements in 
more pretentious homes than theirs, entered 
this little household. In her duties at the 
bedside of the wounded man the ministrations 
of the wife received many a check during 
the day as some ugly suspicion 
flashes across her mind when her husband 
refuses to answer her questions. Snortly 
after 1 o’clock last Saturday morning Mrs. 
Shobey was awakened by noises in the vicinity 
of the house. She heard some one calling her 
husband’s name. He wassleeping at the time 
but she wakened him. He drew on some of 
his garments and went to the door. As he 
opened the door he was blinded by the flash of 
a gun, and fell across the thresh- 
old bleeding from fifty wounds. His 
wife ran to his assistance, and dragged 


him back into the room. The noise of some 
one beating a rapid retreat from the house 
was distinctly heard. Mrs. Shobey ran up to 
Mr. McCuliough’s house and found that gen- 
tleman dressed and on his way down, having 
been roused by the report of the gun. With 
the assistance of the other servants Shobey 
was putin bed. Medical assistance was sent 
tor and every effort made to relieve his ex- 
cruciating pains. Mr. McCullough asked 
Shobey if he knew the attempted assassin. 
The wounded man _ replied that he 
knew bim and could identity him again. To 
all other questions concerning the shooting 
and the provocation, he refused to make any 
answer. His wife besought him to tell Mr. 
McCullough everything, but he refused to 
make any statement. The portrayal of his 
dangerous condition had no effect on him. He 
refused to answer any questions. 

To-day the old aunties of the neighborhood 
trudged across the country to see Joe and 
es him what little consolation they could, and 

ringing with them more substantia! offerings 
totempt the patient’s appetite. They liked 
Joe, but as they turned away looked know- 
ingly at one another and remarked, ‘‘De way 
ob de transgressor is ha’d.’’ Further than 
this they all refuse to say anything against the 
wounded man, whose fate is connected with 
a story familiar to all the old residents inthe 
neighborhood. A few years ago two colored 
children lived in that portion of the county. 
They were understood to be the 
illegitimate offsprin of an old and 
wealthy citizen. he doy and girl 

rew up regarding each other witb tender af- 
ection. Afterthey were grown Emma Dun- 
can, the girl, went to live out. She was of 
light complexion, mild in her manner and well 
liked by all with whom she met. Among the 
younger part of the colored population Emma 
was very popular. She was among the first 
invited to any little social affair among the 
colored people around Ferguson. Lat- 
terly she was employed as cook at 
Mr. McCullough’s place. Here she 
was associated with Joe Shobey. 
Hers was the wellknown tale. She loved too 
well. Emma was nature’s bride. A few 
months later she paid the penalty of her com- 
plaisance with her life. She was buried, but 
the memory of the wrong done her was 
cherished by the companion of her childhood, 
from whose protection she had been removed. 
Her brother and her cousins were heard to 
vow to revenge the betrayai of the girl. Years 
panes away. The story of the poor girl had 
een almost forgotten, when the mysterious 
aftempt to assassinate Shobey revived it in the 
minds of the people who now wonder ifthe 
vow of vengeance for poor Emma Duncan’s 
wrong was not directed against Joe Shobey. 
ARRESTED ON SUSPICION. 

A young negro living near Woodstock was 
arrested on suspicion of having shot Shobey, 
and was taken to Clayton jail. He stoutly de- 
nies all knowledge of the shooting. 
The neighbors think that the story of 
Emma Duncan and the attempt on Shobey's 
life have some connection. The wounded man 
has been very generally liked in the neighbor- 
hood, and bis immediate associates prefer to 
os 2 him the victim of some unexplainable 
spite.

W. T. Anderson Said 
the grade of No. 2 they fixed upon 
was liberal, but * up to St. Louis’ usual 
standard. Thos. Akin, the chairman of this 
committee, said: ‘‘The first wheat that ar- 
rived here, what is known asthe river wheat, 
was, as everyone knows, of tins quality, and 
was, as it always is, much better than railroad 
receipts, especially that coming from the 
West. Our present standard, perhaps, is not 
fully up to these first receipts. It would have 
been a manifest injustice to the Western 
and railroad trade to have made itso. The 
stock of No. 2 red we are now carrying in store 
is of fine quality and, while probably our 
grading hereafter of No. 2 may not quite reach 
the late standard, it will be sufficiently high 
to uphold St. Louis’ established repu- 
tation for fine wheat grades, and vet will en- 
able us to take in wheat from the railroads 
and give satisfaction to the country sbip- 
ers.“ Speaking about the late eomplaints 
rom Illinois shippers regarding St. Louis 
inspection, Joe Sherry remarked: ‘‘When [ 
was in Chicago lately I heard the same com- 
plaints airected against their grading of win- 
ter wheat. Strange to say, the country ship- 
pers claimed that Chicago’s grading was not 
up to that of St. Louis. Now, we know that 
these same parties claim that our grading is 
not up to Chicqago’s. There is Culver of Chi- 
cago, who has men all along the C. & A. 
Road trying to bring winter wheat 
to Chicago.

TRE OLD RED STOCKINGS. 


Their Triumphs and Vicissitudes—A Game 
Where 103 Runs Were Scored, 


Eighteen sixty-nine was the great base ball 
year of Cincinnati, saysthe Cincinnati Star. 
Then the Red Stockings made a record that has 
never since been approached. They played 
fifty-seven games all over the country, from 
Maine to California, and wonthem all. From 
November, 1868, until the middle of July, 1870, 
they never suffered a defeat, winning over 


seventy games straight. This splendid record 
has by many been attributed to luck or to the 
weakness of the clubs they encountered, but 
from the following story of the pores of 
that season, it will be seen that both theories 
are Wrong. The Red Stockings won their 
games on account ot their splendid discipline 
and the supefior vim and energy of their 
playing. 

The officers of the club in 1869 were A. B. 
Champion, President, and John Joyce, Secre- 
tary. They received no salaries, and when 
they traveled with the club they paid their 
own expenses. Base ball was not then a 
money-making business. It was supported 
by the gentlemen of the city who loved the 
game for sport's sake, and who were willing 
to give both their time and money to its as- 
sistance. There was scarcely a gentleman of 
means in Cincinnati who was not a member of 
the club and interested in its support. 

The club for do was composed as follows: 
Dug Allison, catcher; Asa Brainard, pitcher; 
Charles Gould, first base; Charles Sweezy, sec- 
ond base; Fred Waterman, third base; George 
Wright, shortstop; Andy Leonard, left field; 
oe i Wright, center field; Cal McVey, right

In those days a ball that contained a great 
deal of rubber was used, and the hitting was 
lively. The game was intended to be a bat - 
ting one. Sometimes as many as thirty or 
forty balls would be pitched to a player before 
he struck, and generally when he hi the ball 
he would give the flelders some tall running 
todo. There were no leagues or associations, 
and every club stood on its own bottom. The 
salaries were nearly as good as now, con- 
sidering the very limited fleld the players 
were restricted to. There were not many 
clubs in the country that owned inclosed 
grounds, and most games were played on 
commons. Harry and George Wright received 
about $1,600, Watterman and Brainard $1,200 
and the other players about $100a month, or 
about $800 for the season. 

Having defeated all opponents in the spring 
of 1869, the Ked Stockings determined upona 
second Eastern trip, and accordingly, after 
much correspondence, a three weeks’ pro- 
gramme was arranged. All was ready fora 
start except the money to pay expenses, and 
it was determined to give a game on Saturday, 
May 30, Decoration day, with the Live Oaks, 
to raise this. A Decoration day so generally 
observed Cincinnati had never seen bofore, 
nor has it since. Everything was favyor- 


fairly drowning the hopes of the oflicers of 
the club. The start had to be made 
day, and there was not a cent in the treasury.

After 
many struggies we finaily got to New York, 
where our game withthe Mutuals brought us 
$300, and the one the day after with the Atlan- 
tics $600 more, so that at last the anxieties of 
our treasurer were over, From this you can 
see that traveling with a base Dal! 


position in the good old days.’’ 

Mr. Champion grows enthusiastic as he re- 
calls the old days of the Red Stockings’ glory, 
He does not regard base ball playing at all 
improved, If tne same sort of a lively rubber 
ball was used, and the rules regarding balls 
and strikes were unchanged, the scores would 
run up as they did years ago. Brainard he re- 
gards as swift a pitcher as any of the present 
day. Of Johnny Joyce he speaks in terms of 
the highest praise. 

lle is the father of base ball as it is to- 
day, ' says Mr. Champion. ‘‘He went East 
with the club in 1868 and saw the necessity of 
discipline and that base ball must be reduced 
toa business, Before this paid players prac- 
ticed or not, justas they pleased. In the 
. of 1869 he insisted that the players 
should execute written contracts, in which it 
was stipulated that they should have regular 
hours of practice, should enter upon the game 
as a business, and that bad habits and inebri- 
ety were not to be tolerated. He also first 
suggested the rules that no player should 
drink, be loose in his habits, that on all trav- 
wee, bag! he should sleepin his hotel, be in 
bed y 10 p. m., remain in the hotel during the 
morning, and not tire himself out by walking 
around the city, andthat only a light lunch 
should be eaten on the days ball was played, 
These rules were adopted, and to them the 
success of the club wus due. He-was also a 
fine judge of a player, and it was he who 
found outand broughtinto the club Allison 
and 14 and it was he, too, who always in- 
sisted that Brainard was a fine pitcher, and 
who kept him in his position.’’ 

Henry Miller, the head clerk of the steamer 
Guiding Star, so pleasantly known to thou- 
sands of Cincinnatians, was the official scorer 
of the old club, and is full of reminiscences of 
those times. He -remembers all the games, 
apparently, as well as if they were played yes- 
terday. 

There were big scores in those days, says 
Henry. Here's a iew of them: 80 to5 at 
Springfleld, Mass.; 65 to 1 at Omaha, where 
the boys ran the bases go fast that lots of their 
runs were missed; 66to 4 and 76 tos at San 
Francisco; 103 tos with the Buckeyes here at 
home. There were some‘close scores, too, as 
15 to 14 with the Forest Citys of Rockport, and 
17 to 17 with the Haymakers, when the latter 
threw up the game in the fifth inning, claim- 
ing that the umpire was unfair. Thatis what 
led to the rule permitting the umpire to decide 
the game 9 to 0 against any club that withdrew 
from a game without his permission.’’

JAMES DOYLE’S GRIT: 


A Difficult Operation Performed by the 
Surgeons of Governor Hospital. 


NEW YORK, August 2.—A knife thrust under 
the eye that James Doyle received in a fracas 
atan early hour on Tuesday morning was, in 
the opinion of the doctors of the Governor 
Hospital, one of the most desperate that ever 
caine to their notice. The knife entered at the 
inner angle of the orbit and penetrated the 
lachrymal bone, passing downward and back- 


ward and slightly inward—in all three and a 
quarter inches. The house surgeon says that 
the blade must have entered as far as the 


messial line and, _ gliding along tie 
vomer bone, struck the body of 
the sphenoid bone. Before Decyle was 


brought to the hospital, one of his friends at- 
tempted to extract the knife and in so doing, 
broke it off atthe rivet. To remove the blaue 
was very difficult. Dr. Brendon procured a 
common file and made a small groove on both 
sides of the blade, and with an instrument 
known as a lion forceps began to pull. The 
doctor is a muscular man, weighing nearly 
two hundred pounds, and he had to use his 
full strength with both hands on the forceps 
to remove the knife-blade, while the night 
orderly firmly held the patient’s head between 
his hands with a vice-like grip. Doyle never 
winced during the terrible ordeal, but bore his 
sufferings with admirabie bravery.

ALLEN G. THURMAN. 


THE OHIO STATESMAN OUT OF POLITICS 
AND NOT AFTER OFFICE. 


The Judge Takes a Deep Interest in the 
Success of the Democratic Party—Cleve- 
land Growing Stronger with His Party- 
The Pan-Electric Investigation—A Good 
Opinion of Garland and Goode. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, August 2.—‘‘I am simply a ghost 
waiting on the banks of the river Styx for the 
summons to cross.’’ The speaker was Allen 
G. Thurman of Ohio, who sat in the cozy 
drawing-room of his daughter’s handsome 
residence at Richmond Hill, N. I., Friday 
evening. Mr. Thurman is spending a few 
days with his daughter, Mrs, Cowles, who is 
the accomplished wife of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Cowles of the United States navy. The 
remark quoted above was addressed to à re- 
porter of the Post-DispaTcH. The speaker 
had the appearance, however, of a very lively 
ghost. He was seated in a large easy chair, 
the historical bandana lying in his lap. He 
sinoked a mild cigar. Mrs. Thurman sat near 
by at a table, apparently busy with some sew- 
ing. His daughter and her sister-in-law 
with the private secretery made up the group. 
Mr. Thurman’s hair and whiskers are quite 
white, but he has the clear, healthy complex 
ion of a much younger man, and his eyes 
shone with all of their old intellectual vigor. 
His hair was brushed back from his broad 
forehead, displaying his strong, clear-cut 
features to the best advantage. 

Judge Thurman is the representative of a 
class of publie men that is unfortunately fast 
passing away.

‘‘Judge, whatis the opinion of the Ohio 
Democracy regarding Mr. Cleveland and his 
Administration?“ 
My judgment is that Mr. Cleveland is grow - 
ing stronger with his party. That seems to be 
the opinion in Ohio. Icannot speak for other 
Stutes, as Ihave remained very close at home 
and haven’t had an opportunity of judg ng. 
At first there was some complaint, I beileve, 
because Mr. Cleveland did not turn the Re- 
publicans out fast enough, but he appears to 
have improved in that respect, or the Demo- 
crats have become less impatient, for he has 
been steadily gaining in strength and popu— 
larity. There may be some Democrats in 
Ohio who are not yet satisfied with the Presi- 
dent. I should not be avrprised it there 
were, as ne could hardiy be expected to 
please every one. That, I believe, is regarded 
as something beyond the human power. But 
in judging Mr.Cieveliand’s Administration one 
must take into consideration the difficuities 
that beset him at the start. It was not like 
one Republican succeeding another, or a con- 
tinuation of the same political succession. 
The Democratic party had been out of power 
for a long time, and Democrats were naturally 
a littie impatient at any delay. Mr. Cleveland 
has demonstrated one thing, I think, to the 
satisfaction of everybody, and that is that 
he is 


AN HONEST, COURAGEOUS MAN, 

and intends to do as neariy right as he knows 
how. There is no doubt of his sincerity and 
his courage. People admire courage and they 
appreciate honesty. Knowing Mr. Cleveland 
to possess both, they can overiook minor de- 
fects.’’

THE MISSING EDITOR. 


THOMAS P. CONANT’S LONG AND UNSUC- 
CESSFUL SEARCH FOR AIS FATHER, 


S. S. Conant, Managing Editor of Harper’s 
Weekly—A Strange and Inexplicable Dis- 
appearance—No Solution of the Mystery 
—A Sad and Sickening Occupation—Start- 
ling Experiences. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw Tonk. August 2.—‘‘One thing that im- 
pressed itself very strongly on my mind,’’said 
Thomas P. Conant, the son of S. 8. Conant, 
the long missing managing editor of Harper’s 
Weekly, recently, to the PosT-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent, ‘‘while I was engaged in the con- 
stant and active search for my father, shortly 
after his disappearance, was the large number 
of persons engaged in the same sad and sick- 
ening occupation. Quite a number of promi- 
nent men had disappeared at about the same 
time, and I frequently met their friends 
at hospitals and morgues, and at places 
where the bodies of drowned men had been 
found. There always sprang up a sort of 
sympathy between us, and we would compare 
notes and discuss the best mode of proced- 
fire in prosecuting our search, and I was also 
forcibly impressed with the seeming similarity 
of the circumstances surrounding all other 
cases with those of my own. 

Mr. Conant is a young man of education and 
talent, and strongly resembles his father, 
though not so tall. He is an electrician and is 
engaged with the Cumulative Electric Light 
Company at No. 44 Broadway. The story of 
his search that has been made to find his father 
was both interesting and pathetic: 

We had made all arrangements to 
goto Albanythe day he disappeared,’’ said 
young Mr. Conant, ‘‘andI called at his office 
at Harper’s the evening before, and he gave 
me instructions regarding the packing of his 
satchel for the trip. He told me, when I left 
to come home, that he shouid be late and to 
have the family wait dinner for him until 
about 8o’clock. We did wait for him and 


have been 
WAITING EVER SINCE. 
For several days we tracked him from place 
to place, and several times heard of his where- 
abouts, but when we got where he had been 
he had just gone. He wen 
to the United States Hotel, on Fulton street, 
New York, where he got some of the hotel 
note paper which he took toa hotel in Hun- 
ter’s Point and from whence he wrote usa 
letter briding us good-bye and telling us we 
should never see him again. The letter was in 
a plain envelope and was mailed at one of the 
uptown stations in New York. Then he came 
back to Brooklyn and stayed all night at the 
Fulton Ferry Hotel, and the most singular 
part of the circumstance was that I was in the 
hotel while he was up-stairsin bed. That was 
early in the morning and I went there because 
he had stopped there over night before, when 
detained late by his business in New York. 
He came in the night before when there was 
nobody about ut the hail boy, who 
did not know him, agked for a room and went 
to bed without registering his name. Then he 
remained in his room until noon nextday and 
when he came down the clerk, who knew him, 
was at his dinner. The hall boy asked him to 
please register his name, and he did so; and 
when I called late in the day his name was on 
the book, but he had gone. After that he wan- 
dered about for a day and a night on Coney 
Island, where he sold his watch for 8, giving 
a receipt for the money and taking another for 
the watch. There is no mistake about that, 
for I saw the receipt which was in his hand- 
writing, and the watch, which was one of my 
own that I had loaned him while he was hav- 
ing his own repaired,’’ 

LEFT CONEY ISLAND. 

Are you sure he ever leit Coney Island?’’ 
Mr. Conant was asked. 

Oh, yes, was the emphatic reply. ‘‘I 
found the conductor who brought him to the 
Brighton Beach Depot at Bergen street, and 
also the driver of the Bergen street horse car 
who took him to Hamilton Ferry. The driver 
knew him well by sight and described him ac- 
curately.’’ 
Did you trace him beyond Hamilton 
Ferry?’’ 

We didnot. All trace of him was abso- 
lutely lost atthat point and we have never 
heard anything that was reliable from him 
since. That he left Coney Island I think abso- 
lutely certain, and I huve no reason to think 
he ever went back there again. A body was 
found in Coney Island Creek in the spring that 
was at first positively identified as his, but 
when I saw it I became convinced, and so did 
my mother, that it was not. The resemblance 
from external apearances, apparel, etc., was 
Startling, and after examining it I was puz- 
zled. It was horribly decomposed and mu- 
tilated beyond recognition. After look 
ing at it went away undecided. 
Finally I remembered that my father’s upper 
front teeth were false and set in a plate. I 
went back and examined the teeth in the 
druwned man and found that they were his 
natural teeth, set rigid in the gums. That set- 
tied it, and we came away convinced. The 
body was afterwards identified as thatof a 
missing Williamsburg man and claimed by his 
friends. Then there was another body found 
in the Kill Von Kull that was also positively 
identified as that of my father by a man who 
knew him and recognized the shoes he wore. 
They had met in ashoe store and bought a 
—1 of shoes exactly alike, and the body found 
ad a pair of those same shoes. I went down 
there and saw the body, but the man looked 
no more like my fatherthan you do.’’ 
STRANGE EXPERIENCES. 

I have had some strange experiences in 
following up clews,’’ continued the young 
man. ‘Shortly after my fatner disappeared, 
a friend of the go overheard two sailors 
conversing on a dock in New York. One of 
them said to the other, ‘I know where that 
missing man Conant went. He is in Aus- 
tralia." My friend questioned him and he 
reiterated the statement, giving tne name of 
the ship he sailed in, the date she sailed 
and the port whither she was bound. 
The friend told me about it and I investigated 
the matter and found out that such a vessel 
ee sailed on the date and for the port given 

y the sailor. I wrote there and sent the let- 
ter by steamer, which arrived ahead of the 
vessel. When the vessel arrived she was 
boarded by newspaper men and detectives 
and thoroughly searched, but no such man 
was on board, nor had there been at any time 
during her voyage. Thena man earned upin 
Louisville, Ky. He had visited a newspaper 
office a little way from Louisville and conversed 
with the editor in three or four languages, 
telling him he was a newspaper man 
in hard luck and wanted assistance. He was 
in a sadly dilapidated condition, but failing to 
get what he wanted he left, and was shortly 
afterwards found drowned in a river.
